Transmission equipment was weakened, lines sagged and broke under the 


weight of ice, falling trees crashed across wires, and even heavy poles were 


snapped by the accumulation of ice. More thon 7,200 telephones were knocked 


out of service, and at one time or another 44 towns were isolated from telephone 


contact with the outside world.
